SENATOR LABEDZ: LB 5 deals with statutory sections relating to
counties. It corrects an internal reference to a section which
was repealed in 1969. It also eliminates references to other
sections that have been repealed and it transfers certain
sections and eliminates obsolete language. I move that LB 5
advance to E & R Initial.

PRESIDENT: The question is the advancement of LB 5. All those
in favor vote aye, opposed nay. Record, Mr. Clerk, please.

CLERK: 26 ayes, O nays, Mr. President, on the advancement of

It makes numerous internal changes and I urge you to
advance LB 6 to E & R Initial.

CLERK: 27 ayes, O nays, Mr. President, on the advancement of
LB 6.

PRESIDENT: LB 6 advances. LB 7, please.

CLERK: Mr. President, LB 7, offered by Senator Labedz as Chair
of the Executive Board. (Read title.) Mr. President, I do have
a motion from Senator Labedz to indefinitely postpone LB 7.

PRESIDENT: Senator Labedz, please.
